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WASHINGTON AS FIREMAN. 


Some interesting little stories are told 
of George Washington in connection with 
the ‘** Friendship Fire Company,” organ- 
ized in 1774 in his home, Alexandria. 

At first the company consisted of citi- 
zen¢ who out of ** mutual friendship” 
agreed to carry to every fire ‘two leath- 
ern buckets and one vreat bay of ozna- 
burg or wider linnen.”” Washington was 
made an honorary member, and when 
he went as a delegate to the Congress 
of 1774 at Philadelphia, he examined the 
fire envines In use there. On his return 
to Philadelphia to the Continental Con- 
gress in 1775. he bought from a man 
named Gibbs a small fourth-class engine, 
for the sum of eighty pounds ten shil- 
lings, and Just before he set out for 
Boston heights to become Commander 
in-chief, he despatched this little engine 
to the Friendship Company.

CZARS IN ENGLAND. 


A Lapse in Their Visits Between the Vears 
$44 and 1506, 

Queen Victoria was only JS yeara old, 
although already the mother of two chil 
dren, when last she recetved the visit of 
a Czar. The news that the terrible Nie 
holas was coming, and that only two 
days henee, produced an extraorlinary 
itluttering in the tame dove-cote of Wind- 
sor. For nearly twenty years thie Em- 
peror of Russia had been the most strik- 
ing figure among the princes of Europe. 
‘The accounts of him still fascinate the 
imagination. Taller by half a head than 
most of hic own picked guard, # power- 
ful and well-rounded form. and straight 
asa pine, no other man of our century 
has so looked the part of an autocrat. 
Hlis face, particularly in profile, was as 
exceptional in its regularity of beauty 
as Napoleon's, rabeit of a wholly differ- 
ent order, ‘This face had a atrange pecu- 
ltarity. The eyelashes were curiously un 
developed, and of so pale a color that his 
hiv. bold, piercing eves had the effect of 
no relicf whatever. They frightened peo 
ple who met their gaze Still more did 
the tales that were told of him, of his 


. Colossal ambitions, his wild outhursts 


of savagery, his iron-handed grip upon 
the lives and thoughts and very souls of 
uncounted millions of «ubjects, impress 
the popular fancy of his time. It had 
heen given out that he was to visit E.ng- 
land some time in 1815, but now eud- 
denly at the close of Mav, 1844, word 
came that he was to appear in London in 
two days’ time. He liked to descend 
upon people in this abrupt and unexpect 
ed way, it was in keeping with his own 
conception of his character, and produced 
just the impression of  trresponstbie® 
omnipotence which it pleased him to 
create. in small matters not less than ip 
large affaires, 

The girlish Queen and those about her 
wero greatly excited by this + nlowked- 
for apparition. Vietoria filled ke diary 
with wonder struck exclamation pointe 
each day of his stay. and wrote long 
letters tu her relative, King Leopold of 
Belgium, detailing her emotions during 
the eventful ten days, ‘‘He is certainly 
a yery striking man,’ she wrote: ‘stil! 
very handsome: his profile ta beautifal, 
ant his manners most dignified and 
Ktaceful; extremely civil, onite alarm 
ingly so, as he ts so full of attentions 
and politeness, Rat the expression of 
the eyes ts severe, and unlike anrthing I 

ver saw before. He gives Albert and 
tnyself the impression of aman who ta 
net happy, and on whom the burden of 
bis itumense power and position weighe 
heavily and painfuliv. Hie seldom 
‘miles, and when he does the expression 
janet * happy one Again, in her 
Journal, the Queen writes, a day or twa 
later’ ““‘ITdon't know why, bue Ll can’t 
help pitying him. I think his Sromenee 
power welzhs heavily on bis head **
